In récent years, 
the U.S. Supreme Court bas 

‚ invalidated much of the legis- 
lation enacted in the 1940s to 
ive the American people pro- 
tection against their enemies. 
The Warren Court thus has left 
this nation cruelly exposed to 
manipulation by the hate- 
‘American elements operating 
inside the country. 


At long last, a compreben- 
sive effort is under way to plug 
the gaps іп America's internal 
security system. Sen. James O. 
Eastland (D-Miss), with 
strong bipartisan support. has 
introduced a proposed new In- 
ternal Security Act of 1968. It 
is outstanding legislation and, if. 
‘enacted, should give the repub- 
lic protection against the in- 
ternal adversaries of the Unit- 
ed Sutes. 


Sen. Eastland has pointed 
ош that "any'person who owes 
allegiance to the U.S. and yet 
gives aid or comfort knowlingly 
or willfully, to the Viet Cong 
or to North Vietnam or to any 
other nation or armed group 
engaged іп open ‘hostilities 

inst the United States, hos- 

es in which American 
boys are fighting and dying. 
certainly should be punished."

"Annoyance Factor" is a 
new term which has entered 
the language of advertising 
men. 

Some of the advertising ex- 
perts have come to tbe con- 
clusion that advertising which 
annoys the public may create 
a negative impression. Such 
advertising may do a product 
more harm. than: good, they 
say. 

The conclusion seems: to be 
very reasonable and logic 
It is remarkable that the bright 
boys who prepare national ad- 
vertising have not reached this 
simple deduction long ago. The 
public is very much aware of 
the truism. 

The annoyance facior varies 
with kinds of advertising and 
the means in which advertis- 
ing is displayed or broadcast 
Tests for the annoyance factor 
indicated that it is highest in 
television advertising: radio ad- 
vertising created the second 
highest annoyance score. Radio 
was followed by direct mail, 
free circulars, magazine adver- 
tising, and newspaper edvertis- 
ing in the order listed

Thus newspapers and mag- 
azines which are voluntarily 
purchased by the public should 
be read with a minimum of 
annoyance. Since printed ad- 
vertising may be entirely ig- 
nored, it suffers little or no 
annoyance loss.

In 1941 he joined Parke- 
Davis & Company, a Detroit 
pharmaceutical manufacturer 
as an investigator and began 
travelling "over the world test- 
ing new drugs against some of 
the oldest and most deadly mal- 
adies. 

With time out for similar 
missions for the Foreign Eco- 
nomical Administration during 
World War IL, he continued this 
work for more than a quar- 
ter of a century. Just how ex- 
citing it was is recalled by a 
public service advertisement in 
the February Reader's Digest. 

A man known as Case 10 
was dying of typhus fever. He 
was only one of hundreds 
stricken in Bolivia. A death 
certificate, comiplete except for 
the date, actually bad been 
made up and arrangements 
made for the man's burial. 
This was the situation when 
Dr. Payne arrived from the 
United States by plane bring- 
ing a small supply of а new 
drug. The man known as Case 
10 was injected along with 21 
others all near death. Forty 
minutes }мег the victim, who 
had been in a coma for three 
days, opened his eyes and ask- 
ed for a drink of water. АП 22 
of those receiving the new drug 
were saved. 

It was the first use on hu- 
mans of Chlorampbenicol, a 
new antibiotic, developed and 
synthesized at a cost of sev- 
eral million dollars. Since then 
it bas been found effective a- 
gainst more than 100 diseases, 
for some óf which no remedy 

has previously been known and 
was the first of the new mu- 
merous “broad spectrum” anti- 
biotics. . 

‘After his success in treating 
patients at LaPaz, having only 
enough of the drug for 22 
people, he returned to the 
United States for additional 
supplies and returning to Bo- 
livia to end the epidemic. 

Further tests revealed that 
the new drug also cured Car- 
rion's Disease, a mysterious in- 
sect-born malady that had kill- 
ed travelers in the Andes since 
the time of Pizarro. Dr. Payne 
used it to end an epidemic of 
whooping cough, and the Or- 
der of Condor, was conferred 
‘on him by the Bolivian Gov- 
nment, its highest civilian 


decoration. 
Dr. Payne has many other 


amazing and rewarding ех- 
periences in his world travels 
and medical research. In my 
next column 1 will tell you 
more about this remarkable 
man and his discovery of the 
mysterious iMands of immunity 
іп small areas of South Ameri- 
ca where heart disease, cancer, 
malaria, hookworm, tooth de- 
cay and mental illness has been 
unknown for centuries.

Q. My Lips are very ёгу 
xd they crack and chap very 
asily. What can 1 do to pre- 
ent this? 


A. Cold, wind and hot sun 
will quickly dry out your lips. 
Wetting your lips only adds to 
the dryness as the moisture еуа- 
porates almost immediately. 
Since there are no lubricating 
oil glands for the lips, it is пе- 
cessary for you to lubricate 
them when they are excessively 
dry. Apply petroleum jelly, а 
lubricating cream, or a color- 
less lipstick for chapped lips 
as often аз necessary. Avoid 
nonsmearing lipsticks since 
they aren't as oily as other 
types. The oilier types help al- 
leviate and prevent dryness. 


Q. 1 pick at my cuticles 
without realizing it, and they 
look terrible. How can 1 get 
rid of hangnails and make my 
cuticles look smooth? 


A. You probably "worry" 
your cuticles because you are 
worried. Try to find the sour- 
ce of your worry and eliminate 
it. Also, start concentrating on 
leaving your hands alone. Wear 
gloves whenever possible, even 
at night if your problem is ser- 
vere. 

Also keep your fingers as 
free of hangnails as possible. 
To smooth’ your cuticles, soak 
your fingertips in а bowl of 
warm, soapy water for about 
half а minute. Then wrap an 
orange stick in a very small 
piece of cotton, moisten with 
cuticle remover, and push back 
the cuticle very gently, work- 
ing around the base and sides 
of the nail. With a fresh piece 
of cotton, wipe away the los- 
sened cuticle. Snip off any 
hangnails with cuticle scissors 


— never bite them.

АП applications for exemptions and tax returns must be made by April 
first. Any taxpayer who desires to discuss his valuation should contact 
the assessor before April first. The tax roll values are compiled by July 
first and presented to the City Commission, which gives notice to the 
public 15 days before it meets as a Board of Equalization at the first 
regular Commission meeting in August. 


Taxes are due and payable November 1st with discounts through 
February, they are net during the month of March. Delinquent taxes are 
sold the first Monday in August each year. 


Bvery person who is a legal resident of Florida and who resides іп 
his home and makes it his permanent home to the exclusion of all other 
places is entitled to a homestead exemption up to an assessed value of

To be eligible for Homestead Exemption a contract for purchase 
or for deed of property must be recorded in the County Clerk's Office prior 
to January 1st. Application for exemption must be made to the County 
Assessor by April 1st of each year. 


Occupational License are due January 1st. A half year license may 
be purchased after July 1st by anyone starting a new business.
